LONDON, Aug. 4.—Verdun, almost 
quiescent during the Anglo-French of- 
fensive in the Somme region, has again 
become the storm centre on the west- 
ern battle fleld. The French forces 
have taken the offensive on the right 
bank of the Meuse, and now hold the 
VThiaumont wood and the greater part 
of the village of Fleury, according to 
Paris. 

The Tuiaumont works, already the 
scene of many desperate combats, was 
twice in French hands during twelve 
hours on Friday. The forces of the 
German Crown Prince fought tenac- 
jously, driving the French from the 
work once, but losing it again. Ger- 
ran . attacks were of no aviit, 
gays Paris, and the work remained in 
the possession of the French. Fleury, 
which changed hands Thursday after - 
noon, the French had succeeded in 
taking it, is again almost entirely oc- 
cupled by the French, fighting still 
continuing around the village. 

German wounded prisoners taken in 
the Verdun fighting number 400, 

On the Somme front in Northern 
France, there has little infantry 
activity, both the British and French 
official communication failing to report 
any moves on the armies. 

London says the Germans bombard- 
ed the section southwest of Pozieres, 
and also the Southern portion of the 
Mametz Wood, 

Desperate counter attacks gy the 
Germans in the region of tokhod 
River, east of Kovel, have resulted in 
the retirement of the Russian forces 
which had seized the village of Rudka- 
Miryanskaia, The fact that the vil- 
lage is only 19 miles from Kovel, the 
Russian objective on this part of the 
Volhynian front, probably accounts 
| for the intensity of the fighting there.

Brown would happen along, 
too, with a similar contribution, and 
three or four others the number limited 
by the number of women in the set- 
tlement, and the empty hen-house was 
again populous, and the neighbor who 
had been bereft was again established 
in the poultry business,

BIG MEETING AT 
M’DOUGALL CHURCH 


Dr. Michael Clark Addresses 
Meeting of Citizens When 
Cablegrams Are 
Received 


Loud cheering greeted the read- 
ing of the above resolution and 
two cablegrams recorded above, 
at the meeting last night promot- 
ed by the Canadian Club in com- 
memoration of the second anni- 
versary of the declaration of the 
war, 

The meeting was held at the 
McDougall auditorium, and call- 
ed out a most imposing. attend- 
unc. All the military units in the 
city, the Alberta Dragoons, the 
101st Regiment, and the Reserve 
Militia, with the Women’s Volun- 
teer Detachment, attended in 
force, and there was also a big 
gathering of the general public. 
a short, the building was crowd- 
ed. 


Tone Of Confidence 


The chief speakers of the evening 
were Dr, Michael Clarke, M.P., of Red 
Deer, and the Hon. A. G. MacKay. 
John Blue, president of the Canadian 
Club, was in the chair. The whole 
tone of the meeting was of confidence 
and determination. This note was set 
by John Blue, who eaid that the meet- 
ing was in no sense a jubiliation, but 
they could see that coming. They 
were there to review their faith in the 
British Empire, and to resolve to make 
those sacrifices that they could as in- 
dividuals and as part of a nation, to 
carry on the war. The Chairman then 
referred to the change that had come 
over the war since a year ago, and 
ulluded to the saying of the late Lord 
Kitchener that the war would last 
three years, the first of preparation 
and then of conflict and final victory. 


Case Against Germany 


The case against Germany, said Dr. 
Michael Clarke, was as clear as a sun- 
beam. The rights of humanity and 
civilization were in danger. Every. 
day made the issue clearer. “I would 
hate,” said the speaker, to be a Ger- 
man in Germany tonight.” In con- 
trast to Germany they had the illustra- 
tion how Britain had become the home 
of the oppressed nationalities of 
Hurope. Speaking to the resolution, 
Dr. Clarke interpreted to the audience 
what the word “inflexible” meant in 
pursuing the war to its issue. To the 
rich man it meant that in the third 
year of the war his subscriptions to 
the Patriotic Fund, the Red Cross and 
other funds would be larger than in 
the first year. Dare he speak of re- 
crulting, well, if there was any young 
man there who had been struggling 
with his conscience during the last 
year or months, whether he should 
enlist or not, let his inflexibility con- 
sist of putting on the uniform the next 
day. He would point out to that young 
man that some day he might get mar- 
ried, and in due time he might be- 
come a grandfather. Maybe he would 
be up against a smart young fellow 
who would ask questions about the 
war that was related in the history 
book. He would say: “Why grand- 
fatber, you must have been living 
when that was on?“ 


In the Future 


Grandfather would have to admit 
that was true, and also that he knew 
that the central powers had given 
orders to their officers to kill nurses, 
and to drown women and children. 
Then the question would come: “What 
were you doing then grandfather?" 
“I would advise you,” said the speaker, 
He 4 get the right story ready for that 

d.“ 

Proceeding, the speaker said that 
duy was one of remembrance, of how 
Britain had stepped into the gap 
against Germany, and also to the con- 
duct of the gallant Belgians, It was 
a day of vindication of the right and 
of renewed determination. It was a 
vindication of freedom as a-system of 
government because the war was 
going to be won by the volunteers of 
Britain. It was also a day of consola- 
tion and hope. It was consolation to 
know that one was right and was 
going to win. The speaker then paid 
a touching tribute to the fallen, who, 
he said, had gone to join the band of 
immortals, 


Issues Of the War 


The Hon A. J. MacKay gave a most 
interesting address, in which he touch- 
ed upon the many issues of the war. 
The grenter question was, however, 
whether any nation should set up state 
materialism and woship it boldly as 
Germany did, Britain entered the 
war as the champion of civilization. 

The resolution was moved by the 
Hon. A. J. Rutherford, seconded by 
Bishop Gray, and carried,

Sam Hughes reviewed the Canadian 
training division at Shorncliffe today. 
The weather was fine. There were 
present General Sir Newton Moore, of 
the Australian forces, and Generals 
Alderson, Carson, Steele, MacDougall 
and Leckie, of the Canadian forces, 
also Sir George Foster, Senator Dennis 
and Messrs Armstrong, Shopperd and 
Nickel. The latter three are Canadian 
representatives in the overseas parlia- 
mentary representatives. 
Cavalry, aytillery, gunners, brigades 
of infantry and army service corps, 
with horse and motor transport wag- 
ons, in command of Colonels H. F. 
McLeod and Smart, general Landry, 
Col. Ashton and Col. Cowen, marched 
past to the music of massed bands. 

Addressing the officers after the re- 
view, General Hughes announced that 
two or three new divisions would be 
organized in England providing work 
for the many excellent surplus officers 
who could not be used at the front. 

He complimented officers and men 
on their showing today and said he 
hed been told by a wounded German 
soldier in New,York that the enemy 
regarded the Canadians as amongst 
the best of the troops opposing them, 

Sir Sam said he hoped to spend sey- 
eral weeks in England and would visit 
all the Canadian corps, and assist in 
every way possible, 

Sir George Foster, speaking at Gen- 
eral Hughes invitation, said he was 
not a military man, but if he was any 
judge of good looking, well set up and 
effective troons, then the men he saw 
before him today were the finest body 
of troops he had ever seen. British 
traditions were safe in the hands of 
such men, fighting ag they will be, for 
the ideals and liberties., 

Concluding, Sir George said: I bid 
you in the name of Canada God-speed 
and may the God of Battle be with 
you, We trust to your endurance and 
valor, and are sure that in the out- 
come you will be linked with the vict- 
ors of the coming days.”

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, Aug. 4.--The French troops 
in the region of Verdun twice during 
Friday captured the Thiaumont work 
from the Germans, holding it the last 


time in the face of counter attacks, 
according to the French official state- 
ment issued tonight. After having 
captured and then evacuated the vil- 
age of Fleury under German counter 
attacks, the French troops Friday af- 
ternoon in a bayonet attack, re-occu- 
pled the greater part of the village. 
The official statement says: 

“On the front of the Somme our 
urtillery has bombarded enemy or- 
ranizations. We destroyed near Eune- 
main, to the south of Peronne, a Ger- 
man captive balloon, 

“On tha right bank of the Meuse 
fighting continued all day in the re- 
wion of Thiaumont and Fleury, and 
to the northwest and south of the 
Thiaumont work. All attempts to dis- 
lodge us from conquered positions 
failed. We not only broke the en- 
emy's efforts, inflicting heavy losses 
upon him, but in the course of a sec- 
ond offensive move, our troops sue; 


qeeeded in capturing for the soon! 
time in twelve hours the Thiaumont 
work, which remains in cur possession 
despite several enemy counter attacks. 

“Fierce fighting is going on at 
Mleury. After having evacuated the 
whole of the village this morning as 
a consequence of several German at- 
tacks, our infantry this evening car- 
ried with the bayonet the greater part 
ef the village, The enemy is still o- 
sisting energetically, The number of 
unwounded prisoners made by us to- 
day is more than 400, 

In the region of Vaux-Le-Chapitre 
and Chenois violent bombardments 
took place, but there was no infantry 
action, 

“Thirty-four of our aeroplanes car- 
ried out several bombardments tn tha 
region of Verdun, Thirty-two bombs 
were dropped on the Stonay station, 
and 84 on the Montmedy and Sedan 
stations and bivounes in the region of 
Damvilters, 

“The Belgian communication: ‘In 
the region of Dixmude the artillery 
fighting continued all day. Some local 
artiliery actions tock place at other 
points.’ " 


GOOD SAMARITAN 
IS KILLED BY 
LIGHTNING STROKE 


Walking Along Trail After Bringing 
Sick Neighbor to Town, James 
Stoker Is Killed, 


Word has reached the city of the 
death by a lightning stroke of James 
Stoker, u farmer living six miles from 
Peers, Alberta, in the Edson district, 
during the electrical storm of Wed- 
nesday last. 

The victim was walking along the 
rond returning from Edson, with his 
cog trotting along by his side, and hie 
wife and brother following on horse- 
back a few feet behind him, The 
lightning flash struck Mr. Stoker and 
his dog, killing both instantly, while 
Mrs. Stoker and her brother-in-law 
w uninjured, 

Mr. Stoker was returning after do 
ing the Good Samaritan act of bring- 
ing a neighbor, who was seriously , 
tc the town of Edson for medical 
treatment. He had taken the neigh- 
bor to Edgpn and was returning to his 
farm when overtaken by the elecirical 
storm which caused his death,

BRITISH AIR

Naval Aeroplanes Drop Bombs on 
German Ammunition Sheds 
in Ghent 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Aug. 4.—British naval 
aeroplanes on Wednesday carried out 
a successful raid on a German aero- 
drome and ammunition sheds in towns 
of Ghent, Belgium, says an official an- 
nouncement given out tonight by tho 
admiralty, The statement says. 

“On Wednesday successful attacks 
by a naval aeroplane . squadron of 
bombing and fighting machines were 
carried Out on and enemy aerodrome 
at St. Denis, on Wostrom, and on the 
enemy's Austrian sheds at Meirelbeke.

DROWNED 


AT LAC STE. ANNE 


Accident Occurred Yesterday N. and Full Details Are Lacking. 


Was an Expert Swimmer, and 


ther Occupants of Boat Were 


Saved—An Alberta Native Son. 


Word reached the city late last e- 
ening of a’boating accident at Lac Ste. 
Anne yesterday evening which cost 
the life of Ed. Sibbald, one of the best 
known and most respected old-timers 
of the Edmonton district, and man- 
ager of the Hudson's Bay store at the 
old town of Lac Ste. Anne. 

Full details of the accident have not 
yet been received in the city, but it ts 
known that Ed. Sibbald and an Indian 
guide were drowned, and that three 
other occupants of the boat in which 
they were, had been saved. The 
names of the rescued have not been 
received, 

Ed. Sibbald was a native born Al- 
bertan, thirty-four years of age, an 
expert swimmer, stirling hockey play- 
er, wonder rifle shot and all around 
athlete. Some years ago he was the 
captain of the Edmonton hockey team, 
an organization that went through an 
entire season without defeat. 

He is a son of William Sibbald, who 
is Indian agent at Onion Lake, Sask., 
one of the early settlers of the 

Jdmonton district, His father is at 
Onion Lake at the present time, 


His mother is in Edmonton at the 
present time, and was prostrated 
when she heard the news last night. 

His only brother, Douglas Sibbald, 
is a member of the 151st Battalion, 
and was married in Edmonton a few 
weeks ago. Mrs. Sibbald came into 
the city to attend the wedding of her 
son Douglas, and then returned to 
Lac Ste, Anne to be present at the 
birth of the late Mr. Stbbald's young- 
est child, who is only six weeks old. 

Mr. Sibbald was married to Miss 
Ethel Johnson, granddaughter of 
Thomas Taylor, of the Hudson's Bay 
company, pioneer who settled in the 
Edmonton district ‘long before the 
railway was thought of. Mrs, Sib- 
bald is a niece of Edward Taylor, Cal- 
gary, of the law firm of Lougheed and 
Taylor, 

The late Mr. Sibbald has been the 
manager of the Hudson's Bay Co. 
store at Lac Ste. Anne for a number 
of years. He was a highly respected 
citizen of the Edmonton district and 
news of his death will come as a

every university in Canada and urye

the need for extending the scope of

The announcement is made that 
sixteen ‘per cent. of the members 
of the United Farmers of Alberta 
are on active service. This is a 
very creditable record. Nobody 
ever doubted the patriotism of the 
Alberta farmers. They are giv- 
ing generously to the Patriotic and 
Red Cross funds, They are giv- 
ing their sons to the colors, and 
also are enlisting themselves. 
Their record in this respect makes 
a very bright page in our Alberta 
history. 

But it is doubtful whether too 
serious a drain for recruiting pur- 
poses should be made on the ranks 
of the farmers of the province. 
The Empire needs foodstuffs, such 
as grain and cattle, as she ever 
needed them before. Too .auch 
land cannot be put under cultiva- 
tion, The farmer who makes the 
most effective output, with the 
land and vesourees at his disposal, 
is really taking a very praise- 
worthy share in the war. As it is, 
under the present system of re- 
cruiting, the ranks of farmers in 
some sections of the province have 
been very sadly depleted. In the 
Peace River country, for instance, 
the reason that there will not be an 
increase of acreage this year, not- 
withstanding the large inflow of 
settlers, is because so many home- 
steaders have joined the colors. 
Farm after farm is vacant this 
year for this reason. Recruiting 
officers made the district their 

favorite stamping ground. Enough 
men to form a whole battalion, it 
is estimated, came from the Peace 
River district alone. 

We need men, and need them 
badly, but other classes than that 
of the farmer can better be spared 
from civil life at the present time. 


The summer school for teachers, 
which is being concluded at the 
University of Alberta this week, is 
avery praiseworthy institution, 
and one would not be accused of 
being a political partizan because 
of the showering of some laurel 
Jeaves on Alberta’s progressive 
Minister of Education, Hon. J. R.

This evi- 
dently was the opinion of His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor at 
the closing bariquet on Thursday 
night, when he congratulated the 
Minister of Education, and his 
capable assistant, Dr. J. C. Miller, 
for the part that they have played 
in bringing the school to such a 
high pitch of perfection,

No (Scotch concert anywhere’ in the 
British Empire is complete without 
‘Huntingtower,” “The Laird o Cock- 
pen,” Caller Herein',“ or “Will Ye No’ 
Come Back Again,” 

But her greatest song, and one of 
the greatest over written, is “The Land 
o' the Leal.“ We are told that we 
cannot know in full measure the ex- 
quisite tenderness of this sacréa song, 
mor its power to grip the heart, except 
we hear it zung in Scotland in the 
floaming and to a Seotech audience, 
but it matters little Where it is sung, 
it makes a universal appeal to the hu- 


man heart und holds a sustaining 
hope, a cherishea desire, a longing 
after immortelity, 


Miss Agnes Maule Macbar, the woll 
known Canadian poet and story wrt 
ter, in her historical romance of the 
War of 1812, “For King and Coun- 
try.“ writes that it was Brock's fav- 
orite song.

But whatever developments muy oce 
cur in this direetion in the province 
pnd immediate locality, it is certain 
that they will be considerably Influenc- 
ec by the experimental work and sol- 
entific achievements of the Faculty 
c: Agriculture at the University of 
Alberta, Under the organization of 
Dean Howes, the work or this depart- 
ment is progressing apace, and now, 
en the hortierItural side, some experi- 
ments are belag carried out under the 
finmediate direction of George Har- 
court, principal assistant to Dean 
Howes, and formerly deputy minister 
of agriculture in the province, the ie- 
sults of which promise to be of im- 
mense value. Here, on several acres 
„t fertile black soil adjoining the Unt 
versity buildings on their picturesque 
site, carefully planned experiments are 
being carried out in the growing of 
fruit trees, such as apple, plum, cher- 
ry, bush fruits, strawberries, flowers 
und a variety of shrubs, ative and 
cultivated, the results of which should 
be of the greatest Interest. from an 
cducational standpoint, Also the ex- 
periments are of such a character that 
it will profit anyone particularly in- 
terested in horticulture to visit the 
University and keep watch and study 
their progress, 

Practical Demonstration, 

To summarize the onjects of the ex- 
periments, they are intended for the 
purpose of mscertaining whether ap- 
ples, whether standard yaricties, hy- 
. ids, or crabs, can bo grown success- 
fully in the province; also the same 
with regard to plume, cherries or 
‘urapes; to find out the best varieties 
o bush fruits and ;:trawberries fer 
the soll and district; to demonstrate 
the varieties of perennial flowers thet 
cen be successfully cultivated, also an- 
nual blooms; to show the many kinds 
of flowering and follage shrubs avai 
„ble for ‘lecorative purposes in the 
Larden, and lastly, but by no means 
least, to call attention to the bean‘y 
end utility of the native plants andl 
shrubs that are ready to hand for the 
same purpose. 

Experiments With Apples, 

In deseribing what is beimnpy done, it 
will be well to commence with the 
„ost important, and which, it brought 
to a successful issue, will have a grent 
influence in adding to the list of pro- 
filable products from Alberta. ofr 
these the chief are those dealing wien 
the experimental cultivation, of fruit 
trees, and the most interesting whicn 
veals with the attempt to find an ap- 
pie which can be grown with real pro- 
fit. In the process of cultivation the 
ppple follows the crab, which is the 
eurliest form of the fruit, and it hay 
been found that the crab will grow 
in Alberta, Therefore the supposition 
1lollows that some suitable apple can 
be fourd, or may_be cvolved, by cu!- 
ture and selection, In following out 
the experimerts they are being done 
under three heads--One, The growing 
o? crabs; two, Hybrids (a cross be- 
tween a crab and a standard apple), 
und three, Standard variet’es of ap- 
ples. In considering the cultivation of 
the frult trees the point was raised 
that in Alberta trees prow best under 
natural conditions, that is, where they 
Lave shelter and can also shelter eng 
other, also by the provision of mois- 
tore by the fall of the leaves and the 
rxtural vegetation which collects. 
'Sherefore, it Sas beon thought wise tv 
follow the plan of nature as closely as 
possible in the way of providing both 
shelter and moisture, About tWo acres 
of ground, consisting of gocd light 
joam, lying to the north of the Uni- 
versity buildings, have been sclected 
for these experiments, The spot is by 
ro means an exposed rite, as it is 
uway from the river bank, and while 
some protection is afforded by the Uni- 
versity buildings, to the west there ir 
u natural growth of light timber and 
Lrush. In addition, round the plot 
there has been planted a double hedge 
of maple, three thousand plants of 
maple of three-years growth being 
used for this purpose, and the hedge 
ulready looks in good shape. All good, 
healthy trees, they wil: give protection 
to the more delicate fruit trees this 
year, and in due time furnish a splen- 
cid wind-brenk, a highly desirable 
thing, as wind is so disastrous to you us 
growth, Moisture wal be regulated 
und supplied by the method of culti- 
vaticn adopted, 

Everything in the nursery Is being 
carried out to a set plan, of which 
there are drawings, so that, in spite 
of the fact that the planting has not 
been done in particular clumps of 
each kind, yet the location and variety 
of each tree or seedling is known and 
recorded, With the apples a start was 
made with eight varieties of known 
standard kinds, which were pianted 16 
leet apert each way. At 8 feet apart 
crab apples were put in, and then, in 
Letwéen, plums, The young trees wer 
cbtained fron: the Government Experl- 
mental Farm, also tcom well-known 
rursery firms of Edmonton, Clover 
Bar, und Manitoba, 

Varieties Tester, 

Following ts the list of standard an- 
ples now being experimented with: 
Hibernal, Blushed Colville, Charlam- 
off, Duchess of Oldenburg, Simbruek, 
Wealthy, Longfield, Patten's Seedling, 
Yellow Transparent, 

The names of the hybrid apples are:

The varieties of crab apples are.

In addition, there ave some seedlings 
of standard apples, hefe including 
Hondley's Seedling, Anisin Seedling, 
*atton's Greening, and Duchess, 

Apart from the standard varieties, 
the successfu! cultivation of which 
would mean so much to every farm 
ond garden in the province. great tn- 
terest is attached to the hybrids, The

chief of these hybrids consists of 
stindard apples crossed with the Sthe- 
rian Red erab to give the greater har- 
diness, and their cultivation has been 
under way in the province for some 
years, having been conmenced by Dy, 
Younders, director of government ex- 
perimental farms, and is still being 
carried on at the farms. Moderate 
success has been met with at the tar 
ut Lethbridge, where apples two 
inches in diameter have been secure, 
und success has also been achieved it 
Fort Vermilion, 350 miles nerth of Fa- 
tmonton, It is hoped eventually to 
obtain an apple that can be success- 
fully grown all over the province, 

With regard to the crab apple, it 
has been found that it can ve cultivat- 
„% locally, and now the points are ro 
over the best variety or cross to 
grow and «also the most satisfactory 
method of cuitivation 

Before proceedirg further with any 
ceseription of the trees experimentad 
with, some explanation should be given 
of certain features it is intended to 
observe in their growing. It sens 
the great enamy to tree growth in 
the west is want of moisture rather 
than severe frost. Sixty-five per cent 
ot tho total rain-fall for the year is 
experienced in May, June, July and 
August. September and October are 
usually dry months, so that when k 
freezes up in November, unless there 
has been a lot of fall rain, the ground 
is usually dry. Therefore, when the 
spring sun arrives, they start out 20 
early and are consequently nipped by 
the frosty nights. Moisture in the 
ground is cssential to hold them baek 


until weather becomes more settled 
and thore is no danger from frost 
when growth has commenced. To 


counteract this, the trees will be sonk- 
ed down well in the fall with hose 
spraying and the greatest care will 
be observed to see that they have 
water and lots of it, Ther when the 
frost has cone down deep, a top mutica 
will be put on that will serve the pur- 
pose of holding in the frost and con- 
sequently the moisture, In the spring 
this mulch will not be removed until 
the weather has sufficiently advanced 
to allow growth to commence without 
canger, and then, having sufficient 
moisture in the ground for their needs, 
the trees will be given a good stat. 
In this way it is possible to check ear- 
ly growth some three and even fou" 
weeks in the spring, and vet, when 
allowed to go ahead, trees, by reason 
of the artificial moisture suppe, 
make rapid growth, 
Plums and Cherries, 

Mention » of trinis of 
plum trees, Several v. ‘ties are be- 
ing experimented with, including the 
wild plum of Manitoba. This is a red 
dish plum and grows well in that pro- 
ince, It can be used for domestic pur- 
poses, as the tartness is all in the 
skin. As this plum 's so prolific in 
Manitoba, the contention is that it 
should do equally wel. in Alberta, 

The same contention 16 raised with 
regard to other fruits, notably the 
cherry and the grape. Alberta has 
the pin cherry and the choke cherry, 
80 Why should not 2 cultivated fori 
ot this fruit be grown? A trial is o- 
me made with the Black Compass 
cherry, while native varieties com- 
prises the Rocky Mountaln bush cher- 
ty, which is a bigger berry than the 
choke cherry, but very hardy. Then 
there are two hybrids being tested, 
these being a cross between a culti- 
vated plum and the Rocky Mountain 
bush cherry, und whivh has produced 
„ very attractive looking fruit judging 
from illustrations supplied Ly the orl- 
tinators of the hybrid. 

In this section it may be well to 
mention that a grape is being tested, 
which is the “Beta” grdpe, another 
lybrid, a croas between the Manitoba 
wild grape aod a ecitivated plant 
This hybrid is grown with success in 
Manitoba. 

The different varieties of plums be- 
ing grown are: Cheney, Aitken, De 
e, Surprise, Forest Garden, Han- 
KN. 

Cherries comprise the Rocky Moun- 
tuln bush cherry, the Black Compass 
cherry, the ea“ and the “Opata.” 
both crosses between the Rocky Moun- 
tain cherry and a plum. 

Testing Bush Fruits. 

Considerable attention is being giv- 
cn the growing of bush fruits, as it is 
Known that these can be successfully 
riised, the desire being mainly to tind 
the most proluctive varieties best 
united to the province. A large num- 
ber of currants ere being tried, of vari- 
ous kinds, including the red, white 
and black fruit-bearing bushes, also 
several varieties of raspberries, com- 
prising the red and yellow. kinds of 
fruit, and the “black” crosses. It is 
interesting to note that one of the red 
taspberries, the “Chegwin,” is an ex- 
cellent variety produced by cultiys- 
tion and selection of the Alberta wild 
raspberry. As the gooseberry is an- 
other bush frit native to the province, 
there is every reason to believe that 
the cultivated forms can be nade a 
success, and in consequence it has not 
Leen omitted from the list of trials, 
here are a number of healthy plants 
which aurur some measure of success 
for the experiments. Besides the 
young trees, a number of cuttings of 
the above bush fruits, suppiiec by 


the Dominion experimental farme, uro 
being raised. 
The Bush Fruits.

The strawberry ia a fruit which 
comes under the same -citepory as the 
Mush fruits, that is, the plant is na- 
tive to Alberta, aad all experlinents 
cen be conducted from this basis, Sin 
ilar to the raspberry, the native varl- 
tly responds to cultivation, and A. G. 
Bennett, of Wabamun, has produced 
„ cross botween the native and cultl- 
\nted Kinds which gives good results. 
This is “Albecsta Pride“ and is one cf 
the varletios now being cultivated in 
the University nursery. The other 
kinds being tested inelude some spe- 
club sorts, u number of standard var. 
tles, of which it is known thut the 
results, so far as fruit is concerned, 
fre good and uniform under suitable 
culture, and some specimens of the 
ever-bearing strawberry. These are 
practically the same as the Alpine 
strawberry, which the fruit, although 
suvailer than standard varieties, — ia 
yood and sweet, and usuelly) carried 
in clusters. The plants are extremely 
prolific, und win continue to bear 
right through the summer, and moro 
over, are very hardy, 

‘he strawberries being cultivated 
ure; Bedewood, Lovette, Senator Dun- 
iop, Enhance and Pokowoke, and 
these five berries are much -recon- 
wended for the district. Standard 
vinieties wre Kellog's Premium, ler. 
Burvill, Kellog's Ie. Alberta Pride, 
Williams, Aroma, William) felt, and 
Vrandy Wine. 

The ever-b-aring vorietles are Pro- 
“yvessive and Superba, 

Trying Out Natives, 

The above practically exhausts the 
iste of cultivated fruits that are be- 
ing experimented with, although some 
tests are belng made with native ber- 
vy-bearing trees and bushes to see 19 
men respond to cultivation, either with 
tegard to thelr fruit and also as decor: 
ative gurden trees. In this section 
comes the choke cherry, the pin cher- 
ry, the saskatoon, the hazel nut (tuo 
varieties), the high bush cranberry, 
the Rocky Mountain cherry, Then 
there are a lot of native trees which 
should be more esteemed for garden 
Use than they are at present, and with 
wider knowledge of their utility in this 
direction will be. more largely utilized 
for decorative effects, These include 
the snowberry, which shows a small 
white berry and is very hardy; the 
wolf willow is a beautiful silvery tree, 
tirst cousin to the Russian olive, whica 
bears a white berry staying on all the 
winter; the red dogwood is another 
tree that can be used to good effect 
for its color, making a good hedge, 
end it may be news to some that there 
is a hawthorn growing wild in the lo- 
cality that also makes u desirable ad: 
dition to the list. 

Coming to the different varieties of 
cultivated shrubs that can be grown 
With success in the district, they in- 
clude; The Coragana Arboresens (Si- 
berian pea), of which some good ex- 
amples of he iges may be found in the 
city; honeysucklo, floworing currany 
lilac (30 varieties), Japanese las, 
muck orange, Japanese rose, mour- 
tuin ash, roses, 

In addition to the experimental plots 
at the University, there is a nursery), 
plantation where a number of trees 
und shrubs are being grown. Here 
specimens may be found of the major- 
ity of the above mentioned, besides 
some 800 young elm trees which are 
being tested for growth, and a nume 
her of wild crabs being=cultivated as 
ornamental trees, There is also n 
Spireae Von Houtil, and the native Al- 
berta spireare that makes a useful 
plant for rookeries by reason of its 
creeping habit. : 
nun and Perennlal Flowers. 

A special feature has been made of 
growing perennial flowers in order to 
demonstrate that a garden can ve 
mude more permanent in the wey of 
flower growing rather than having to 
be set out cach year with annualay 
here are 40 varictics of perennials 
that can be cultivated and they have 
been included in a big border where 
they can be seen to advantage, and 
their desirability for the garden real - 
ized. Annuals have not been over- 
looked, and considerable space has 
been devoted to their showing. 5 

The faculty of agriculture was in- 
stituted at the University in 1915, un- 
der the presidency of Dean Howes, 
Last year the season was too advancel 
to do any flell work, so time was do- 
voted to getting things in shape for 
experimental work this spring. There 
was a class of 13 students during the 
winter. The department has charive 
of the grounds at the University, an ! 
much excellent work has been car- 
ried out in their beautification. The 
money spent in this direction comas 
trom the grant made to the University 
by the government. In the course of 
time the work will be largely extend- 
ed, and it is intended to add a sere 
tion for forestry, which should he 
of the groatest value.

Districts are 
les of Alberta’s 


Value as Mixed Farming Centre 


Annual Fairs Held This Week Tell Eloquently of the Fine Grain and 
Cattle That Can be Produced—Number of 
Settlers Increasing. 


The Chauvin and Irma districts, 
where annual fairs were held this 
week, are splendid examples of what 
has been done and can ve done in the 
way of mixed farming. They are 
some sixty miles apart, Chauvin being 
about 160 miles from Hdmonton, and 


Irm about 100, on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific to the east. Each town has 
tributary to it a fine rolling country, 
well watered, and interspersed with 
Umber clumps, which, although not of 
the nature to be of commercial value, 
add much to the appearance of the 
country and enhance its usefulness as 
a stock-raising territory. The pro- 
ductiveness of the soil is not only evi- 
denced by the rich grass that stretches 
mile after mile on each side of the 
strip of steel, affording nourishment 
to the numerous herds of horses and 
cattle that find in it succulent mouth- 
fuls, and give return in either sup- 
plies for the stockyards or in dairy 
produce, but in the fine flelds of grain 
ripening for the harvest, It is 
magnificent country; one that is worth 
while living in; and one that Is so well 
endowed by nature that the labor of 
tilling the earth js very remunerative, 
It is no wonder ‘that Chauvin and 
Irma have such signs of prosperity 
about them, and that the people in the 
burgs and in the countryside look 
happy and contented, 
Growing Up With Country. 

The real estate speculator has not 
been abroad in the towns here, The 
towns are growing as the country 
rows, and there are no remnants of 
mushroom prosperity. They may not 
be of the type of the man with large 
ideas. They are sufficient for the 
people's needs. The stores are kept 
busy, and storekeepers and farmers 
look as if they had no desire to 
grumble at the manner in which the 
gifts of providence have been served 
out to them, What storekeepers and 
ugriculturists would like is that the 
land remaining for settlement be taken 
up. The counzry is, however, com- 
ing into its own, for this year C.P.R. 
officials. report that outside Edmonton 
und Calgary more sales have been con- 
dueted through the office in Chauvin 
than through any other office in the 
west, 

Chauvin may be said to have sprung 
into being with the advent of the G. T. 
F. When A. E. Keith and some 
others who had come rrom the enst, 
und had settled temporarily at Leth- 
bridge, reached the district before the 
steel wes laid through, there was little 
settlement in the district, and the town 
was awaiting its birth. But there was 
then the fine long natural grass, that 
unfortunately there is so little of now, 
that helped to put flesh upon the stock 
of the pioneers, and to tell them that 

they had come to a land rich and well 
favored, Mr. Keith has now a livery 
outfit that indicates how the locality 
has devloped. Besides this, there is 
in the town a branch of the Merchants“ 
ank, n hardware store, two general 
stores, a drug store, a barber's shop, a 
hotel, and a restaurant, while the ele- 
vator of the Farmers’ Co-operative As- 
sociation, with 35,000 bushels capacity, 
und the elevator of the Security Eleva- 
tor Company, with 30,000 capacity, de- 
monstrate the fitness of the area 


* N 
around Chauvin as a grain-producing 
country, Stock raising and grain 
growing are the two leading businesses 
of the district, but the fact that the 
Edmonton City Dairy draws a large 
supply of cream from it, and that, in 
addition, cream is sent to other out- 
lets, tells that the farmers are reallz- 
ing that keeping dairy cattle pays as 
well an catering for the packing house 


trade, 
Horses and Cattle. 


Out on the range are to be seen hun- 
dreds cf horses, and the mulitude of 
youngsters shows that there is no 
danger of a deficiency of the supply. 
Clydesdales are the favored breed, and 
A. W. Robinson, the largest farmer in 
the district, has done much in the way 
of provicing the best the breed can 
show in sires. There is also a fine 
type of a Belgian at the stud, as well 
as a Suffolk Punch; so that the farmer 
has an excellent variety of choice. The 
effect was seen in the character of the 
general purpose and _ agricultural 
clasges at the show recently held. 


In cattle, there are dual purpose 
Shorthorns, Hereford, Polled Angus, 
and Holsteins, although, so far as the 
dairy is concerned, the inclination of 
the farmer appears to be in the direc- 
tion of the dual purpose animal. 

A typical farmer of the district is 
G. Larson, who is honorary president 
this year of the agricultural associa- 
tion, and who lives at Green Glade, 
about 12 miles south of Chauvin. He 
holds a section of land, more than one- 
half of which is under cultivation 
with wheat, oats, barley and flax. Last 
year he got the prise for the best 
bushel of Marquis wheat at the Cal- 
genry exhibition, and scld 2,000 for 
seed, He had 7,000 altogether, and hits 
2,000 left. H has fifteen head of cat- 
tle and thirteen horses (Clydesdales), 
ond ne is an enthusiastic supporter of 
the big fellows with the feathered 
heels. 

C. Henderson typifies the farmer on 
„ smaller scale, but he is making quite 
u business ou! of dairying and ralsing 
potatoes, Hie has had as many as 
4060 bushels of potatoes to the acre, 
and both he and S. G. Lewis, who co i- 
cugts the hardware store, Jeclared 
that if the people of the country knew 

* quality of the tubers raised in the 
Chauvin district they would be rated 
os high as the B.C, crop. 


From the Land of Burns, 


James Semple, who came tc 4ast- 
central Alberia after a short sojourn 
in the southern part of the province, 
when he reached the west following 
his trip across thousands of miles of 
land and water from the land of 
Burns, and who farms half a section 
‘x mites south of Chauvin, is strong 
in praise of the land of his adoption 
us a mixed farming courtry. He has 
180 head of cattle, all cf the beef 
classes, and some sixteen horses. Like 
most of the tarmers of the district he 
Lelieves in the Clydesdale, 

According to IL. W. Caford, who 
lives five miles from Chauvin, the 
district has the best credit of any 
point on the Hine, All the farmers, he 
sald, are pretty well off, He farms a 
three-quarter section, has’ land both 
in crop, and under the plow and in 
summer fallow. He breeds and keeps

An automobile drive 
brings one through a country park- 
like in its picturesqueness and beauty. 
Then, about six miles east, on the bor- 
der line between Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan, there is Salt Lake, which 
is the favorite bathing place of the 
locality.

A visit to the country will con- 
vince the visitor that the land looks 
as good and promises as abundantly 
as did that land which was to the 
people of the days of old, the Land of 
Promise. Fair to look upon just now, 
with the grain coming forward to the 
period of the sere and yellow leaf, it 
is fairer still because of the other 
evidences of agricultural wealth in 
the form of horses and cattle which 
are browsing and gaining nourish- 
ment from the rolling country, well 
watered, and nicely wooded, 


An older settlement than Chauvin, 
Irma also owes its growth to the com- 
ing in of the G.T.P. Tt now has some 
800 families tributary to it. In addi- 
tion to the Farmers’ Co-operative as- 
sociation’s store, of which H. W. Love 
is manager, there are two other gen- 
eral stores, a butcher shop, a drug

high record was achieved of an aver- 
age of 36 bushels for wheat and 46.4 
bushels for oats, but the crops will be 
splendid, nevertheless. Very little 
rain is now needed, except perhaps an 
occasional shower to assist in filling 
out the grain during the ripening pro- 


cess. There is no dearth of moisture 
at any place in the province. The 
crops are particularly heavy on fall 
plowing and summer fallow, but will 
be lighter on spring plowing. 

Reports that harvest has begun in 
Alberta are somewhat misleading, It 
has been stated that rye has been har- 
vested in the Calgary district, but rye, 
as farmers know, always comes in 
early. There will be no cutting, with 
the exception of early barley, for 
three weeks, which is about the same 
time as last year, Wheat between Ed- 
Edmonton and Vermilion is already 
beginning to color. There is not much 
difference in the height of straw to 
that of last year, 

Conditions Different. 

Crop conditions have been excellent 
throughout the province this year, and 
had the same farming conditions pre- 
vailed this year the 1916 crop might 


have equalled in volume the 1915 
crop. The cause may be generally 
stated as follows: In 1014, owing to 


the drought, there was no crop in the 
south, and farmers had an opportun- 
ity to do some summer fallowing and 
fall plowing, while there was a very 
favorable season in the early spring. 
There was consequently a heavy crop 
last year, with most of the land under 
cultivation. There was no summer 
fallowing, and very little fall plowing. 
Most of the crop this year ie there- 
fore on spring plowing, on which the 
grain does not do as well. There is a 
good uniform crop, however, although 
much depends on the weather during 
the next two or three weeks, All that 
ean be said at present is that the 
promise is magnificient. 

Reports of black rust have eman- 
ated from Chicago, There ig no trace 
of black rust, however, in Alberta, As 
far as hail is concerned, there have 


With good, warm weather there will 
be a larger crop of timothy hay, Cut- 
ting of timothy and wild hay is now 
general. 

With regard to the labor question, 
there will be three distributing centres 
in the province of laborers, One will 
be at Edmonton, at the office of C. 8. 
Hotchkiss, chief publicity comhission- 
er for the province; the second at the 
office of Mr. Marker, dairy commis- 
sioner, Calgary, and also at the Sarcee 
camp, and the third at the court house 
at Lethbridge. Certificates will be 
issued to farm laborers at a rate of 
one cent per mile. A few of the men 
will come from the maritime provin- 
ces and from Ontario; about three or 
four thousand soldiers trom = Sarcee 
camp will be available; approximately 
one thousand homesteaders may come 
down from the north, where the crops 
are a little earlier; and a few are ex- 
pected from Washington, the Dakotas, 
British Columbia, ete, There will not 
he qn over-supply of labor, but there 
will be a reasonable supply if the sol- 
diers turn out as promised. Wages 
are somewhat higher than usual.

The most important thing in the 
world is truth, as it is the most 
powerful. There nothing to 
compare with it as a 
strength to a man who knows he 
holds the truth, and there is noth- 
ing of which a man is more afraid 


is 


means of 


than that the truth should be 
found out against him. Every 
man wishes to have truth on his 


side, though it is not every man 
who sincerely desires to be on the 
side of truth. 

The question of what is truth is 
ns old as man, and it may be said 
that man’s life is simply a search 
affer truth. The scientist, for in. 
stance, has for his motto simply 
the word truth. But the truth 
men are most keenly interested in 
is the truth about themselves, es- 
pecially in their relationship to 
God. It is the search after this 
truth which is the basis of every 
religion in the world, and it is the 
difference of opinion with regard 
to some truth, or aspect of truth, 
which has caused the various reli- 
gious parties now existing. That 
there are so many factions differ- 
ing on points held to be vital, and 
each claiming to have possession 
of the truth, is very puzzling to 
the average man, who wants, 
above all things, to be practical 
and to do things in a common- 
sense sort of way. 


We cannot for a moment say that 
all this difference of opinion is beside 
the point; nor must we allow ourselves 
to get out of patience because men can- 
not learn more easily to see that truth 
has various aspects, and cannot be 
held entirely by any one party or ex- 
pressed in any certain form of wo U 
nor must we jump to the conclusion 
that it doesn’t matter very much what 
a man believes, It matters intensely. 
The thing to be remembered, however, 
is this, that truth affer ah is not 
simply a question of what I am to be- 
lieve, but rather a question of what T 
am. Certainly we must believe what 
is true. We must seek after truth in 
that respect, and we cannot be too de- 
voted to it. And no less certainly 
must we do what we know to be true 
and right, But, after all, the final 
question is, “What am 1“ And the 
truth that veally counts Is the truth 
of what | am in myself. “He doesn't 
ring true,” is a damning description of 
une man; and the most essential thing 
about a man is that he does ring true. 
The ultimate test of everyone of us 
will be, “Are we true or counterfeit.” 
It will not be the test of the truth 
we have merely said we believed in, 
for unless what we “believe” in is hav- 
ing a vital influence upon what we are, 
it is of no account for us to “believe” 


it. 

The great problem for each one of 
us is: “How can I become true?“ Is 
there a standard for us? Is it pos- 


sible to attain that standard?) No man 
is over-sanguine about the latter ques- 
tion, and most won't agree with R. 1 
Stevenson when he wrote that “man is 
indeed marked for failure in his efforts 
to do right.” No man would be such 
a fool as to claim he is all he might be 
For many years now there has been a 
strong tendency to disparage the idea 
of ein, but surely the sense that every 
man has of not being able to measure 
up to standard, however low the stan- 
dard may be, and the fact that there is 
no man who would care to have the 
world know the naked truth about his 
innermost life, witnesses most telling- 
ly to the reality of the fact of sin, To 
say that a man does not ring true, that 
he does not mensure up to the stan- 
dard, is simply to state the fact of sin 
in telling language 

There is undoubtedly a standard for 
us, Paul writes of our attaining unto 
the measure of the stature of the ful- 
ness of Christ. Our standard is there; 
for not only has Christian conscious- 
ness always acknowledged, but even 
those who refuse to admit the claim 
that Jesus Christ is the Incarnate Son

Forty-Ninth Band Led the Way 


And Played ‘Bonnie Dundee’ as 
Men Left for Front-Line Trenches 


Vivid Description of the Battle Which Decimated the Ranks of Ed- 
monton’s Crack Battalion—Very Few of Them, Says Writer, 


Reached the Trenches.

A wonderfully vivid picture of the 
49th battalion in action, when they 
went in the front line trenches during 
the early days of June, is contained in 
n letter received in the city from a 
member of the battalion, The climax 
of the action is described as some- 
thing stupendous—an intensity of fire 
on the part of the Jermans, shells 
screaming overhead, a rain of shrapnei 
oll around, high explosive shells burst- 
ing in front and behind, liquid fire, 
and, above all, flares of all colors sent 
up to light the scene for the gunners 
and to reveal the advancing troops, 
“There was everything to destroy life,” 
says the writer, and he adds the com- 


ment: “It was a great scene,“ 
During this action tne writer was 
severely wounded in the right thigh 


and leg by pieces of shell and shrap- 
rel ,and narrowly escaped losing the 
limb, but it is satisfactory to know 
that this danger is past. 

To pick up his narrative from the 
beginning „the writer says that they 
in rest billets after spending 
it days at Hooge, when on the see 
rest day, the order came to stand 
to arms, the bugles sounding the order 
all over the Canadian camp. The regi- 
nent left at different times and by dit- 
ferent routes. The 49th battalion 
started out with the band leading and 
playing “Bonnie Dundee.” But the 
music didn’t last long, as the shells 
began to fly. When Ypres was reacn- 
ed a halt was made until 1 p.m., and 
afterwards the companies set out in 
single file for the trenches, When 
nearing the trenches they were extend- 
ed into lines of one pace apart, the 
order being given to fix bayonets,

Through it all the 
Canadians crept forward“yard by yard, 
getting nearer the trenches all the 
iime, and keeping away from the com- 
munication trenches, By this time 
they had left behind quite a lot of the 
boys, who had been struck down by 
shell or shrapnel. 
Machine Gun Fire, 

Two companies received the order 
to take the trenches in front, and sim- 
vitaneously the Germans sent out 
liquid fire, “Such a sight!” says the 
writer, “Very few reached the 
trenches, the machine gun fire being 
too strong.” The battalion was then 
ordered into British trenches to sup- 
port the Princess Pats, and the writer 
went ahend with some bombers to 
bomb eneniy trenches. Then it was 
that he met his own injury, and was 
hit in two places on the right leg. He 
lay where he was struck down for 
some time, and afterwards crawlod 
into a dugout. An officer was killea 
right at his feet, seemingly from con- 
cussion ofen bursting shell, Otber men 
were killed around him,, and as the 
helling got so heavy he crawled fue 
ther to the rear and stayed there until 
finally carriel away. The dugout un 
which he found shelter was one of 
those they had made the previous 
week. The shells landed and burst all 
„round until they made the earth 
rock, but the dugout remained intact. 
The writer says that he could not say 
exactly whether it was three nights 
urd two days that he lay there, but it 
Was somewhere near that time, 

When the stretcher bearers * came 
along the writer had the misfortune 
of getting inte tne hands of green men 
who had never been into the firing 
ime before, and consequently were 
somewhat agitated over their work. 
They fell into every shell hole or over 
every tree stump, and carried the wri:- 
er with them. However, he survived 
the ordeal, and after being taken to 
the receiving station was subsequently 
sent to London, where he now re- 
mains, as he puts it, not quite done
